GOVERNOR’ S MESSAGE. 


To the Council and House of Representatives l 
of the Territory of Washington: 
GENTLEMEN :— 

For the present prosperous condition of the States and 
Territories which form our Federal Union, for the steady and 
unparalleled advancement in National greatness ; for that won- 
derful development of the vast resources of our country; for 
that cordial union and harmony that now exists between all the 
States and Territories of the Nation, we can but acknowledge 
the guiding hand of an overruling Providence, which has averted 
the danger which recently threatened the existence of our free 
institutions and the overthrow of the Benue as formed by 
our Fathers. 

It is a matter of profound gratitude that all the States 
arë again practically restored to thelr proper placés in the Union, 
and that thirty-seven. States and ten Territories will be fully rep- 
resented in the Forty-First Congress of the United States. It 
is also a matter of congratulation that our Territory, whose 


wants have been, to some extent, overlooked by Congress for the 
lo 
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last nine or ten years, is now attracting, from men in official po- 
sition, from men of material power and influence, and, indeed, 
from the people of the States, that attention and interest to 
whichour geographical position, our vast and varied resources, our 
genial climate and unparalleled scenery, so justly entitle it. And 
it is not too much to, hope that Congress, at its approaching 
session, wjll at least make the necessary appropriations for the 
erection of the public buildings that we so much need, and 
which, in justice to our Territory, can be no longer neglected. 

It is not without a feeling of much delicaty, and. a con- 
sciousness of the responsibility which rests upon me, that I make 
such suggestions and recommendations, as is the duty of the 
Executive of the Territory. ' In the performance of this duty, 
your attention will only be called to such matters of public in- 
terests as, in my judgment, demand your careful consideration, 
Believing that, as the Representatives of the people, whose 
wants you fully know, you will enact only such laws as their ` 
wants demand, and such, as in your judgment, will conduce to 
the social, material and political well-being of our Territory. 


FINANCES. 


The accompanying statement from the Territorial Audi- 
tor and Treasurer show the financial condition of the Terri- 
tory :

In reference to your verbal inquiries, I beg leave to state: 
That the total valuation of the assessed property in the Terri- 
tory, as indicated by the returns to this office, amounts to $7,- 
844,242, yielding an annual revenue, at four mills, of $31,376,- 
96. ‘The increased valuation of the present year is about twelve 
per cent. over the aggregate returns of 1868, and fifteen per 
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cent, over that of 1867, a most gratifying evidence -of thrift and 
prosperity.

From these statements it appears that on the 24th ‘of 
September, there weré outstanding warrants to, the amount of 
$19,463 38. There was due the Territorial Treasurer ‘on’ the 
27th of the same month, from the different counties of the Ter- 
ritory, $43,647 90, showing a balance of $24,184 52. .It is es- 
timated, by the Treasurer, that the amount received from the 
different counties will be within five per cent. of the “whole 
amount due. If then this five per cent. be ‘deducted, there. will 
still remain, after paying all the outstanding Warrants, 6 a balance 
of $22, 002 12. : 

i “By act of the Legislature, approved J anuary 294, “1858, 
it was enacted, that upon the presentation. of any "Territorial ` 
warrant or warrants to the Territorial Treasurer, “It shall be 
his duty if there be no funds i in ‘the Territorial Treasury, to en- 
dorse on said warrant or warrants, ‘not paid for want of funds,’ 
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with the date of presentation, and said ,watrant or warrants, 
from the said date, draw legal interest until paid.” This pro- 
vision for the payment of interest on Territorial warrants, when 
there are no funds in the Treasury, with the very favorable show- 
ing of the financial condition of the Treasury, should keep Ter- 
ritorial warrants always at par. The only reason that they are 
not so is, jn, my judgment, the fact that there is a class of pre- 
ferred warrants, made “payable out of any funds in the Treas- 
ury.” I would recommend that this provision in the law be re- 
pealed, and that in all appropriations hereafter made, warrants 
be made payable id the order in which they are drawn. This 
plan of preferring any class of indebtedness to another, is wrong 
in principle, and, in its practical effects, injurious to the credit 
of the Territory. 1 would also recommend that a special fund 
for the carg of the insane, be created, which shall be applicable 
to that purpose only. The amount of the fund so created should 
be fixed by careful estimates of the necessities of the case, and * 
should be raised by deducting for that purpose a per centage 
from all moneys received into the Treasury, to be set apart and 
designated as “ special fund ‘for care of the insane.” Great care * 
should be taken that our expenses do not exceed our income. 
Every proposed appropriation should be scrutinized with the ut- 
most care, and with respect to the most rigid economy, avoiding 
Territorial indebtedness on the one hand, and burdensome taxa- 
tion on the other. 


PENITENTIARY. 


An appropriation of ten thousand dollara was made by 
Congress more than two years ago, for the purpose of building 
a Territorial Penitentiary, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Interior. A site was selected near the town of Steila- 
coom, and ten acres of land were donated for that purpose, but - 
nothing further has been done, and the money is still unexpend- 
ed. 'The reason of this delay is the fact that the title of the 
land is in the Territory of Washington, and the Secretary. of 
_ the Interior refuses to erect the building until a deed shall be 
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made to the United States. -L would therefore recommend that 
the land be conveyed in fee to the United States, and that the 
Governor be authorized ‘to certify to the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior that a good and sufficient title to the land has.been made to 
the United States, and to request him to commence as soon aś 
possible the erection-of a Penitentiary, in accordance with the 
law making the appropriation for that purpose. 


It is notorious that the building now used for a Territo- 
rial prison is wholly unfit for that purpose, and that the utmost 
vigilance, of the officers in charge; cannot, and. does not, prevent 
the escape of convicts; and that escapes have become so com- 
mon, that consigning mon to prison there is regarded ás -almost 
a mockery of justice, I would, therefore; urge that action. be 
taken in this niatter as carly i in the present session as practi- 
cablë. . - 

INSANE ASYLUM. ` ; 

There are, at present, nineteen patients-in the Territorial 
Insane Asylum. ‘The place at which the Asylum is located, 
near Monticello, is not considered the best location that could be 
chosen for that institution. Near the close of the session of the 
last Congress, 1 presented a petition to that body, asking that 
Congress. give to the Territory thë buildings át Fort Steilacoom, 
(the government does not own the land on which they are located) 
recently abandoned for military purposes, to be used as an In 
sane.Asylum. : [also infroduced a bill making this donation 
which was referred to the Conimittee on. Militaty.Affairs. The 
bill was not reported liy that:Committee for:want.of times. yet 
I have reason to know that the Committee were favorably dis- 

“posed, and would have reported in favor of giving the buildings, 
to be used undër the-direction of your honórable -bodyj- for -the 
purposes named,- 1 would, theréfore, recommend thit a memo- 
rial be Sent to Congress, by your honorable body, asking that a 
grant be made, ard that in view of a:próbably favorable result, 
that you make provision by law for-tlie:purchase of” the ground 
on which thë buildings stand, including in the purchasé; a trict 
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of land. sufficiently large, for the purposes of an Insane Asylum. 
And also that you make provision for the removal of the pa- 
tients to Steilacoom: as soon as practicable. The Fort at Steilas 
coom is, perhaps, as desirable a location as can be found’ in the 
Territory fur the Insane Asylum, ,1t is known tó be a place of 
beautiful surroundings, easy of access, dry, healthful and pleas- 
ant, situated less than two miles from the wharf at Steila- 
coom. . 8 


Should Congress make this donation, (as there is good 
reason to believe it will) the change which I have recommended 
can be made at a very small outlay of money. I am of the 
opinion that some change should be made, not only in the loca- 
tion of the Asylum, but that for the present plan taking care of 
this unfortunate class of persons should be modified, and that 
some competent person be appointed to take charge of the insti- 
tution. And although I have heard no complaint of the pres- 
ent contractors who have the care of the insane, yet I think it 
your duty to provide for the care, comfort and, cure of the insane, 
and remove, as far as possible, all temptation to neglect or il- 
treatment. 


TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 
y 


The condition of the Territorial University should re- 
ceive your careful attention. The history of this institution, of 
its management, and of the management of the lands donated 
by Congress for the endowment of a Territorial University, is a 
calamity and a disgrace. Everything connected with the 'man- 
agement of the University lands up to 1867, can be correctly 
described only by saying that it was characterized by gross. ex- 
travagance and incompetency, if not by downright fraud. : For- 
ty-six thousand and eighty acres of land were donated by Con- 

-gress for the founding of this: institution. ' Nearly all of- this 
land has’ been sold, forty-three thousand, nine hundred and 
twenty-eight acres, (43,928) and there is nothing ‘at present to 
show for this munificont donation but a building possibly worth 
fifteen thousand dollars, which appears betterftted foria* monu-

. The following communication from the Surveyor General, 
shows the amount of land which has been surveyed in the 
Territory. Most of the land surveyed within the last 
few years, lying east of the Cascade Mountains, and in the 
open country along the Columbia Rivër. But a very small por- 
tion of the land has been sold or taken for homesteads, Noris 
there any prospect that it will be taken up for a long time to 
come. Contracts cannot be let for the survey of the timber 
lands lying west of the mountains for the present ráte of com- 
pensation allowed by the Government. It is a matter of regret 
that Congress has not made some provision for the survey of 
these timber lands. The memorial of the last Legislature on 
this subject was laid before the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and received his approval. It was then presented 
to Congress, but failed to obtain action of the body upon it. 
The attention of Congress should be again called to this sub- 
ject.

WAGON ROADS. 


One of the most immediate and pressing wants of our” 
Territory is roads, and there is no place in the Territory where a 
good wagon road is more needed than between Monticello and 
Olympia. Neither is there any road in which more of the peo- 
ple of the Territory are interested than in this. Over this road 
passes all the mail to and from the Sound country. In the best 
weather it is bad, and in bad weather it is well nigh impassible. 
Your attention is especially called to this matter with the hope 
that you will be able to devise some means for greatly improving 
this road and keeping it in repair. * 

There has been granted to the State of Oregon, by the 
general Government, to aid in the construction of wagon roads, 
one million two hundred and fifty-six thousand and eight hun- 
dred. (1,256,800) acres of land. 1 do not think it too much to 
hope ‘that Congress will grant to Washington Territory if not as 
much as has been given to Oregon, yet enough to enable us to 
build at least two roads from Puget Sound to Columbia river. 
One over the present mail route already spoken of, the other 
over the Cascade Mountains from Seattle to Wallula. And also 
to build two good wagon roads, one from Walla Walla to Colville,

and one from Spokane bridge to Pen d’Orille Lake. I would 
respectfully suggest that you ask of Congress a grant of land 
for building these roads, all to be done under the control of the 
Territorial. Legislature: 


CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS. 


In conformity with an act approved January 29th, 
1868, to provide fora digest and codification of the Statute 
Laws of Washington Territory, which authorized the Governor 
to appoint three Commissioners to revise, digest and codify the 
laws of the Territory, Governor Moore appointed to that duty 
the following gentlemen as Commissioners, viz: Hon. J. H. 
Lasater, First Judicial District; Hon, Elwood Evans, Second 
Judicial District; Hon. B. F. Dennison, Third Judicial District. 
I am informed by one of the Commissioners, Mr. Evans, that the 
work has been performed, and that a'report of the same will be 
read to your honorable body at an early day in the present 
session, 


MAIL FACILITIES. 


Our Territory is but illy supplied with mail facilities. A 
mail route was established more than two years ago, from Walla 
Walla to Seattle, via Yakama over the Snoqualmie Pass. A 
contract was awarded for carrying a weekly mail, But the bid- 
der failed to perform the service. Since that time the route has 
been advertised, but the Post Office Department has not awarded 

_the contract. The Department should provide for carrying the 
mail on the route, Additional mail service is also mush needed 
between Olympia and Port Townsend. A weekly mail is en- 
tirely inadequate to the continually increasing business between 
these two important points, and the intermediate towns. We 
should have at least a tri-weekly mail. A daily mail is also 
much needed between Olympia and the Columbia river. . As this 
increase of service does not require the action of Congess, it is 
to be hoped that the proper representation of your honorable 
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body will be made to the Post Office Department that this much 
needed mail servico will be supplied. 


LUMBER AND MANUFACTURES, 


As yet lumber is the principal commodity manufactured 
in the Territory. This branch of business for the past two years 
has beentiá a very prosperous condition, Although I have not 
the statistics to show the amount manufactured and. reported, 
yet it is much greater than ever before in the same length of 
time. 

We are accustomed to speak of our supply of lumber as 
‘inexhaustible, yet unless some means can be devised to protect 
our forest from the ravages of fire, such as we have experienced 
during the last two summers, it will not be many years before 
the whole lumbering business will be crippled for want of tim- 
ber. ‘This subject deserves your careful consideration, for con- 
nected with the luinbering interest is almost every other business 
interest of our Territory. Our forests of fir, cedar and pine, are 
inviting shipbuilders to our Territory, and offering inducements 
unequaled any where else. This branch of business has made a 
good beginning with us; let everything be done that can be done 
to foster and encourage it. 


COMMERCE. 


The rapid growth of the commerce of Puget Sound and 
of the North Pacific coast demands of the General Government 
that some steps should be taken to give protection to our har- 
bors and shipping. We are now absolutely without any harbor 
defenses, and every town, every mill, every steamer and sailing 
vessel on the Sound would be at the mercy of any hostile ship 
which should choose to enter the Straits of Fuca. Happily we 
are at peace with all the world. But should we front any cause, 
become involved in a war with any of the maratime powers of 
the world, this Sound would certainly be an inviting field of op- 
eration for a hostile fleet. As harbor defenses and forts require 
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much time and care in building it does seem that works of this 
kind which haye been projected on Puget Sound should be no 
longer neglected. The attention of Congress should be again 
called to this subject. Additional Light Houses are also needed. 
Six points have been selected where Light Houses are needed 
and where lands have been reserved by the officers of the 
United States Coast Survey, between Admiralty Head and Olym- 
pia. The building of Light Houses on the points selected will 
be a great benefit to the shipping of Puget Sound. . 


STATISTICS AND JOURNALS OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


Some provisions should be made for furnishing copies of 
the statutes of Washington ‘Territory, and also copies of the 
journals of the Council and House of Representatives to the dif- 
ferent States and Territories, and also the several heads of the 
departments of the Government at Washington. There has been 
received from many of the States, copies of Legislative enact- 
ments, Supreme Court reports, ete., which have been placed in 
our Territorial Library. In some instances, an exchange has been 
asked for; but this it has been impossible to furnish. There is 
not at present a complete set of Statutes of Washington Teri- 
tory in the Congressional Library, or in the libraries of either 
the Senate or House of Representatives,- This is an omission 
that should be remedied. 


I would recommend that a sufficient number of copies of 
the statutes of the Territory, and of the council and House of 
Representatives be placed at the disposal of the Secretary of the 
Territory, to enable that officer to send copies to all the States 
and Territories, and to the libraries of Congress; also to the 
heads of the several departments of the Government at Wash- 
ington. And I also recommend that an appropriation of money 
sufficient to pay the postage on these books, be made, and placed 
in his hands, and he be requested to forward them as above 
stated, or in such number and in the manner you may direct. 
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SAN JUAN ISLAND, 


The treaty for the settlement of the San Juan difficulty, 
and to establish the water boundary between the United States 
and Vancouver Island, was sent to the United States Senate last 
March. The consideration of this treaty was postponed by the 
Senatewotil next “ December.” 

As this treaty provides for the reference of this boundary 
question to the Swiss Republic, it is to be hoped that the treaty 
will be promptly rejected by the Senate. The title of the United 
States to this Island is so just and undoubted, that its reference 
to the Swiss Republic or any other European power, ought not 
tó be approved by the Senate, and will not be approved by the 
people of the United States. Our own Government should at 
once give notice to the Government of Her Brittanic Majesty, of 
our intention to terminate the joint occupancy of San Juan 
Island, (an arrangement that never ought to have been made) “ 
and that the laws of Washington Territory will be enforced on 
that Island. 


The pretext upon which the British Government claims San 
Juan Island, or rather upon which they claim the entire De Haro 
vroup of Islands, 22 in number, having a combined area of about 
one hundred and thirty-five square miles, is a palpable miscon- 
struction of the letter and spirit of the treaty of June 15th, 
1846, which treaty provides for carrying the boundary line 
through the channel which separates the Continent from Van- 
couver Island, claiming that it was intended to give the British 
Government all the islands, and our Government only the conti- 
nent, when it is known and was well understood at the time, 
that it was intended only to give the British Government all of 
Vancouver Island, and nothing more. The only question was 
whether the boundary line should be run across that Island to 
the ocean, as in justice it should have been, or whether our Goy- 
ernment should concede the whole. This claim of the British 
Government to the De Haro Archipelago, and their offer to com- 
promise that claim, if our Government would give up San Juan 
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was an after thought. As the people of Washington Territory 
feel a deep interest in the correct and speedy settlement of this 
question, I would suggest that a memorial relating to this mat- « 
ter be sent to the Senate of the United States by your honora- 
ble body. ' l

NORTH PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


It is not too much to say that railroads have had a greater 
influence upon the material development of our country than 
any other cause whatever, There is now in operation in the 
States enst of the Mississippi river, not less than forty thousand 
miles of railroads, and the facilities they give for transportation 
and travel, has not only built up our cities along the Atlantic 
Coast, but towns and cities have sprung up along the lines of 
these roads. Railroads have built up that mighty empire, “The 
Western States,” have made available and valuable millions of 
acres of land which but for them must have remained, if not un- 
known, at least unoccupied and unimproved, for an indefinite 
period of time. 

The completion of one Pacific railroad makes apparent 
the necessity for two more. The advantage of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad to our Territory, as also to the other territories ly- 
ing directly east of us, to all the Northern and Eastern States 
and its entire practicability have been so often and so clearly 
stated, that I need not reiterate them here. It was hoped and 
expected at the time of your last meeting, that Congress would 
be extended to the Northern Pacific Railroad Company a subsidy 
of money or bonds, if not equal in amount to that given to the 
Union Pacific Railroad Companies, one that would enable them 
to commence the building of road before this time, with a pros- 
pect of its speedy completion. No subsidy of money or bonds 
has been given, and the road is not yet commenced. It is, how- 
ever, to be hoped that Congress will at least’ guarantee the inter- 
est on the bonds of the company to an extent which will enable 
them to go on with the prosecution of the great “work so emi- 
nently National in itë character, and upon the prosecution - of 
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which such varied and vast interests depend. That this road 
will be built by private enterprise should Congress refuse its aid, 
appears now to be settled ; but its speedy completion cannot be 
looked for in the absence of aid from the Government, I would 
recommend that you again memorialize Congress on this subject, 


E CONCLUSION. 


Having the best interests of our Territory at heart, being 
identified with its material development, and with its future 
prosperity, 1 have no doubt but in your deliberation you will be 
guided by these considerations of patriotism, of justice, and of 
prdence which will lead only to the enactment of such laws as 
the present interest of our Territory demands, and such as the fu- 
ture will justify. Avoiding, so far as possible, local and special 
legislation, which fill the statute books of too many States and 
Territories with a mess of Legislative enactments, often contra- | 
Jictory and seldom wise or beneficial! Although I do not fully 
endorse the statement that the “wisest legislation of the present, 
is that which repeals the legislation of the past,” yet I am de- 
cidedly of the opinion that altogether too many laws are enacted, 
and that wisdom in legislation will make every law, as far as 
possible, general in its provisions and application, and that leg- 
islation for the benefit of districts, counties, towns, corporations 
or individuals, should as far as possible be avoided. 

In the discussion of the various questions which will de- 
mand your consideration, I would counsel moderation and for- 
bearance, and hope that your present session may be harmonious 
and pleasant. In all measures which may be devised by your 
united wisdom, which will tend to increase our material wealth 
or promote our political tranquility, you will have my cordial 
co-operation. 

For our Territory there is a bright future; everything 
points to this. If our progress heretofore has been compara- 
tively slow, our advancement has been steady and certain. Here 
has been laid the sure foundation of what is hereafter to be a 
rich and prosperous State. A steady and rapid increase in pop- 
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ulation and wealth will he sure in the immediate future. Man- 
ufactures will spring up, our agricultural resotirces bg developed, 
towns and cities will be built, and qur Territory become the home 
of a dense and prosperous community. On Puget Sound will be 
built a city from whose wharves ships will sail to every ocean, 
and whose steamers will connect with every port on the coast, 
with the Pacific Islands and with Asia. A city that will com- 
pete successfully with San Francisco for the commerce of the 
Pacific, when that commerce shall be a hundred fold greater than 
now. It ig your duty to foster and encourage every enterprise 
of capital and labor which will tend to produce this result, and 
by wise laws to secure to everyrindividual the largest liberty pos- 


sible, and to all equal protection and exact justice. =

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Report of the Board of Inspectors of the Insane Asylum of 
Washington Territory, to his Excellency, Alvan Flanders, 
Governor, for the quarter ending June 30, 1869: 


We, the undersigned Inspectors of the Asylum for the In- 
sane and Idiotic of Washington Territory, beg leave to make the 
following report: 


We met at the aid on Tuesday, . the 6th day of J uly, 
1869, for the purposes of auditing the accounts of the contract- 
ors and making an examination of the Asylum and the inmates 
therein contained. We find sixteen insane and idiotic persons 
under the charge of the contractors, all of whom are in good phys- 
ical health, and appear to be well cared for in every respect. The 
rooms are clean, and well provided with suitable beds; the in- 
mates are comfortably clothed, kept clean and wholesome. We 
find some improvements in buildings and grounds, and consider _ 
the Asylum large enough to accommodate all that are there. 
Males and females are kept in separate apartments, and have sep- 
arate apartments, and separate yards for out-door exercise. We 
find the Asylum well supplied with good, wholesome provisions; 
the inmates are Kept employed a reasonable portion of the timd 
at some light work, under the suitable care of the keepers. We 
find that one Hugh W. Ryley has left the asylum without first 
obtaining his discharge; but we would here state that this board 
has examined him, and have come to the conclusion that he was 
entitled to his discharge, and had concluded to discharge him in 
a tew days. His discharge has since been made out and sent to 
him at his residence, on Puget Sound. The mental condition of 
the inmates are much the same as in former reports, with’ slight 
improvements iù some of them. The nantes, ages and residen- 
ces of the inmates, have all been inserted in former réports, and 
we deem it unnecessary to insert them in this, f 

After a thorough examination of the Asylum and: inmates 
therein, we feel justifiable in saying that the contractors are ful- 
filling their part of” the contract with the Territory in every re-

Report of the Inspectors of the Insane Asylum of Washington 
Territory to his Excellency Alvan Flanders, Governor of 
Washington Territory, for the quarter ending September 

30, 1869. 


_ The undersigned, Inspectors appointed by. law, to examine 
the state of the patients in the Insane Asylum and of the Asy-. 
lum, would respectfully report that we met at the Asylum on this. 
first Monday in Oct., 1869, being the 4th day of said month, and 
made a thorough examination of all the patients and their rooms, 
and find that the patients, now nineteen in number, are all in 
good health.physically, and that mentally all who were here at 
the time of the last. report, are in about the same state as at that 
time. We find. three new patients admitted since that time, 
namely, John Cavanaugh, from the county of King, admitted on 
a proper commitment from the Probate Court of King:county, 
approved by the Governor, received on the 10th day of July, _ 
1869, who is in a very insane state at present, 

Ottos, Robert Nystrum,admifted on 4 commitment: from:the 
Probate J nde ‘of Kitsap county, approved , by the Governor, re- 
ceived on the 9th day of September, 1869, who is also at this 
time very insane and troublesome.. . 

John P. Hutton, admitted on a proper commitment by the 
Probate Judge of Cowlitz county, but who was 4 tësidefit of 
Clarke eonnty; inéár the boundary line between Clarké and Cow- 
litz counties, and who, it is ascertained, has some personal Prop- 
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erty in Clarke county. He was very insane and troublesome’ 
when admitted, which was onthe 10th day of August, 1869, but 
has improved very much since he was admitted. 


Andrew 1. iMelntiré was admitted on the 9th of September, 
1869, on a commitment from the Probate Judge of Clarke 
county. He was very feeble in health when admitted, and lived. 
only six'days after being admitted, and was buried from the 
Asylum by the contractors. We append a «certificate from the 
physician- of the Asylum stating the state of his health when re- 
ceived, and the probable cause of his death. 


We find the buildings of the Asylum sufficiently large for 
the accommodation of all the patients, each having a separate 
room, with sitting rooms for both male and female patients, and 
an enclosure for each, sufficiently large for outdoor -exercise. 
The rooms and premises generally are clean and well kept;, the 
clothing and bedding sufficient ani comfortable, and the whole . 
institution well kept and well managed, so far as we could 


judge.

The Corimissioners appointed under an act of thë Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Washington Territory, passed June 29, 1868, 
entitled an act to establish Pilots and Pilot regulations for Juan 
de Fuca Strait, Puget Sound and all American waters pertain- 
ing thereto, beg leave to present to your Excellency this their 
first annual report of the e under the law during the 
past fiscal year: 


The first meeting of the board of Pilot Commissioners was. 
held at Port Townsend on Monday, the 4th day of May; 1868, - 
in pursuance of Sec. 3 of the Pilot law requiring the first meét- 
nig to-be held on the first Monday in May.; The board was ther 
organized by the choice of Capt. E. $. Fowler as Chairman, and : 
James G. Swan as Secr tary, and continued in session until the : 
5th, when they adjourned to the 18th, and finally adjourned on - 
the 20th, : to the regular quarterly meeting in August. The” 
board has since held regular meetings in August and dis 
1868, and i in February: and May, 1869... , 
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The number of Pilots which have been appointed during 
the year is nine, of which four have resigned and one has been 
dismissed, leaving at present but,four Pilots regularly licensed. 
The pilot laws were soon discovered to be very rude and defect- 
ive, and capable of such varied construction as gave ‘the Pilots 
no protection, and in fact are practically inoperative. Added to 
this, the Pilots have had to contend with a strong popular preju- 
dice, principally however -among persons ‘not conversant with 
commercial and maritime dare that the protection of Pilots 
was working an ‘injury to the commerce of the Sound. In con- 
sequence of this strong opposition, added to the fact that they 
could obtain no redress in the courts, the Pilots have been una- 
ble to procure for themselves a suitable vessel as a pilot boat, 
and have had their labors limited to such vessels as they might 
chance to obtain. The business, being thus restricted, did not 
afford the means of a livelihood, and in consequence, most of the 
Pilots withdrew, trusting ta another Legislature and more: en- 
lightened views, to frame for them such laws as will protect them 
in their interests, and enable them to offer those services to com- 
merce, which are provided in every well regulated port in, the 
world. The Commissioners are aware that new and untried 
laws are often rude and defective, hence they have been careful 
to watch the operations of pilot laws and note where the promi- 
nent defects lie, for the purpose of suggesting such alterations 
as may make this service at once acceptable to owners and in- 
surers, and to protect the Pilots in the ES of their arduous 
duties : 


It is commonly believed and asserted, that there is o need 
of Pilots on Puget Sound; that the waters of Fuca Strait aré 
as easily navigated as the open ocean; that there are no hidden 
dangers, and a stranger can proceed to any port on the Sound by 
aid of his chart alone. But a knowledge of the tides and cur- 
rents and proper places for anchorage is quite as essential as a 
knowledge of the course to be steered. And it is á well known , 
fact, that the tides and turrents of the Strait of Fuca Arë very. 
variable, being subject to other influences than the ‘regular ‘ebb 
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and flow of the tidal wave of the Pacific ocean; and as, A CONSE- 
quence, no fixed rules have been laid down on any chart that can 
be relied upon. The waters of Fuca Strait, are.of great depth, 
and arichorage can only be had at certain intervals close in shore 
and although these anchorages are indicated upon the charts, 
yet the mountaindús “character of the shores renders an approach 
very deceptive to strangers, who fear to run boldly 3 in, from the 
apprehension that they are close upon the ‘béach, when they are 
actually a long distance off and beyond anchorage ground. Itis 
very true, that to persons accustomed to. navigate the waters of 
Puget Sound, there is no difficulty to be apprehended, and the 
same may be said of other ports, particularly of San Francisca, 
But strangers coming here for the first time, particularly masters 
of foreign vessels, look upon the inland navigation of two hun- 
dred miles with considerable apprehension, and. invariably, when 
coming here via San Francisco, have hitherto pr ocured the ser- 
vices of persons at that port to act as pilots. Insurance compa- 
nies, particularly the English and French Lloyds, and the un- 
derwriters of New York, Boston and other Atlantic ports; are 
not slow to take advantage of any port where there are no Pilots; 
and charge additional premium on insuring vessels bound to such 
places, 


‘In this respect, the Commissioners believe it-to be a matter 
of economy to ship owners, to pay.the pilot charges, rather than 
the additional premium of insurance they haye to pay where 
there are no pilots regularly qualified by law to ‘act as such, , The 
additional premium which foreign offices have. hitherto charged 
on insurance for vessels coming to Puget Sound is.one per cent,, 
as has been ascertained in various instances where enquiry has 
bëen made of the masters of foreign vessels., "This extra pre- 
mium on a valuable ship and cargo, is nearly four times as much 
as the fees for pilotage. The foreign commerce which comes di- 
rect’ to Puget Sound without going to San Francisco, is ‘steadily 
increasing, and every year will bring with ita  Targer ; fleet. of for- 
eign vessels. 


The fact being established beyond a ones that all: he 
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a 


gers and foreigners coming to Puget Sound do require Pilots, 
brings us to the point of considering how those services can best 
be rendered. 

We will first show the position where the greatest ae 
of disasters have occurred, and where the services of Pilots are 
especially required. Although no official record has been kept 
of wrecks of vessels engaged in the trade of Puget Sound, yeb 
the Commissioners from their own personal recollection can give 
a list of so large a number of wrecks that have occurred during 
the past ten years, at a time too when our commerce was yet in 
its infancy, as will be additional proof if any were required, that 
Pilots are requisite to the commercial and maritime interests of 
Puget Sound. By this list we find, that since 1852 to 1859 
there have been either totally or partially wrecked, seventeen 
ships, sixteen barks, nine brigs, four schooners, and three steam- 
ers ; making a total of forty-nine vessels., 


During the time from 1852 to 1862 there were but 12 wrecks, ~ 
From 1860 to 1869 our commerce increased, and in that period 
thirty-seven wrecks have occurred, fourteen of which were dur- 
ing the year of 1867. 

The scene of these disasters has been near the vicinity of 
the entrance of the Strait of Juan de Fuca, between Dungeness 
Light and Cape Flattery on that strait, and on the coast -from 
Barclay Sound and Clyoquot on the north, to Quillehuyet on 
the south, the largest proportion of all these disasters occurring, 
on the shores of Vancouver’s Island. 

It is evident therefore, that the locality where the seryices 
of Pilots are required for incoming vessels, is at the entrance of 
the strait, and that the cruising ground should be outside of 
Cape Flattery, and this service can only be performed by a first-; 
class pilot boat, able to withstand at all times the severity of 
the gales of wind and heavy seas that prevail so often through- 
out the year off the entrance to the Strait of Fuca. In order 
to enable the Pilots toremunerate themselves for the heavy cost 
of a suitable vessel, the present law should be so altered, as, to 
leave no doubt as to its true meaning, which was, that all vessels 
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except those under American colors engaged in “the coasting 
trade between’ American ports should either oe a Pilot or pay 
balf pilotage. 

By simply exempting kena coasting T and d oblig- 
ing all others to either take pilots or pay half pilotage, the 
pilots would haved confidence in the result of their labors, which 
would warrant: their incurring the expenses of procuring such a 
vessel as is required for a pilot boat on Fuca Strait. Although, 
as we before remarked, the pilots have liad to contend from the 
very first against a strong popular prejudice, yet having a belief 
that they*would ultimately be sustained and supported, they de- 
termineil to do their part toward meeting the requirement of the 
law relative toa pilot boat, and therefore had a first-class schoori- 
er of seventy tuns burthen, built at Utsalady, but before the ves- 
sel was ready to launch,‘news came that a petition had beën sent 
to Washington and presénted to Congress, praying that the pilot ` 
laws of Puget Sound be entirely abolished. “This action in 
Washington, so disheartened the Pilots, that many of ther with- 
drew from the association, and the new pilot boat which would 
have been not only an ornament to our waters, but just what is 
required for the wants of commerce, has in Kë been 

sent to San Francisco to be sold. 


The first ‘vessel used as a pilot boat on Puget Sonhd, was 
the‘schooner Sabina, but she was unfit for the rough weather of 
a vrinters cruise, arid a new schooner, the Lottie, was chartered 
for three months from January last. At the éxpiration ‘of the 
charter, her owners desiring to ‘put her into ‘a morë lucrative- 
business, required her to be brought up from the Cape to Port 
Townsend. and delivered up, which was accordingly done on the 
15th of April.’ Since then the pilots have had'no large vessel, 
but have to do their crusing in plungers or row boats. 

. The Commissioners are of opinion that section 23 of the 
pilot law, which makes the bounds of Pilots on the outer sta- 
-fion, should -have an additional -clause' defining the - bounds for 
Pilots cruising for vessels coming from Victoria or other ‘ports in 


British Columbia. 5 - RO aS ea 
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Section 29 provides that all vessels pver one hundred tuns 
burthen, tráding between British Columbia and Washington 
Territory, must be subject to the provisions of the pilot law, but 
does not define the limits of the cruising grounds on the Strait. 
The Commissioners are of the opinion that there should be two 
cruising grounds on the Strait, the outer one as now defined by 
law, and an inner one, the bounds of which, shall be a line drawn 
from Protection Island to Smith Island, and that the‘ Pilots be 
required to keep a bnat of suitable size constantly cruising for 
vessels from British Columbia, or for those vessels who having 
passed, by the outer station may still require their services. 

The Commissioners are also of opinion that an alteration 
should be made in the rates of pilotage. It ig certainly unjust 
for a vessel to have to pay as much fora pilot’s services from 
Port Dungeness to the Mills as from Cape Flattery, and they 
therefore suggest that a scale of prices be arranged according to 
the distance. For instance, taking the present rates for. vessels. 
boarded at Cape. Flattery, and reducing the rate when boarded 
at Dungeness two dollars per foot, and from Port Townsend to 
the mills four dollars per foot from the price of pilotage charged 
from Cape Flattery. A vessel under fifteen feet draft, which 
pays at Cape Flattery eight dollars per foot, should pay, if board- 
ed at Dunginess, six dollars per foot, and from Port Townsend 
to the mills, four dollars per foot. Vessels of heayier draft in 
proportion, viz., ten dollars per foot from the Cape, eight dollars 
per foot from Dunginess, and six dollars per foot from Port 
Townsend, and when the services of a pilot are not required, one- 
half of the above rates to be paid. E 


The Commissioners believing the above rates to: be equitable, 
have assumed the .responsibility of instructing the pilots in ad- 
cordance. Po ' SE US 

There is no port in thë United States where pilote are re- 
quired to perform such a lengthened gervice-as on Puget Sound. 
From Cape Flattéry to Olympia the distance is nearly two hun- 
dred miles, and. the pilot who. boards a vessel off the Cape is ex- 
pected to conduct her in safety to any of the.ports” within that 
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distance. The charges for performing this service are not exhorb- 
itarit: and every protettion ‘should: bë offered by law to that úse-

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TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY REGENTS REPORT.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Washington : 

In compliance with the 8th section of the act of January 
31st, 1867, the Regents of the Territorial University have the 
honor to submit the following report : 

By reference to the Treasurer’s report, a copy of which is 
herewith transmitted, it will ba seen that the sum of two thou- 
sand seven hundred and seventy-one dollars and eighty-two cents 
has been disbursed since tha 29th day of March 1867, the date ~ 
at which the present Treasurer took charge. One thousand 

three hundred and thirty-five dollars and eighty-six cents of 
which was in liquidation of debts existing previous to that date. 

During the same period there was received into the Treas- 
ury the sum of four thousand one hundred and twelve dollars 
and fifty-two cents, of which one thousand two hundred and sev- 
enty-two dollars and fifty cents was re-loaned, leaving now in 
the Treasury a balance of sixty-eight dollars and twenty cents. 

Tn view of the indecisive action of the last Legislature rel- 
ative to the investigation of the accounts of Daniel Bagley, we 
have taken no further action in the premises, and would beg 
leave tu state that we deem it bad economy to pursue the mat- 
ter any further if itis to be done at the expense of the Univer- 
sity funds. We would therefore respectfully suggest that some 
provision be made to satisfy the expenses heretofore incurred and 
to meet the like demands in future should if be-your will to have 
the matter prosecuted. 


Acting under authority of the resolution passed January 


28th, 1868, we entered into an agreement with Professor John 
H. Hall for the re-opening of the Institution on the 12th day of 
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April last. Under this agreement Mr. Hall is to receive a salary 
of $600 00 per annum for the term of three years. The schooi 
is entirely separate from the local or district school of Seattle, 
and at this time numbers seventy students, twenty-three of whom 
are from abruad, or in other words not residents of Seattle. 


The boarding house is kept by Mr. J. H. Payne, who now 
accommodates the students from abroad, at the rate of three 
dollars and fifty cents each, per week—certainly very reasonable 
terms. 

We propose to make the interest derived from the Univer- 
sity fund, defray all the expenses of the institution for the pres- 
ent, and should it prosper we bope in time to make it self-sus- 
taining. 

Mr. Hall is at present assisted by two teachers and will in- 
crease the number as occasion may require. 

The favorable indications since the re-opening of the school 
leads us to entertain the hope that it may yet be of incalculable 
benefit to the youth of the country, and a credit to Washington 
Territory.

REPORT OF JOINT SELECT COMMITTEE TO VISIT 
GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS AT STEILACOOM. 


Mr, Mix from the Joint Select Committee to visit the Gov- 
ernment buildings at Fort Steilacuom, made the following re- 
port: 

To the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Washington: 

The joint-committee appointed by the Legislative Assembly 
of Washington Territory, to examine the Government buildings 
at Fort Steilacoom, and to ascertain what steps were necessary 
to be taken to procure the same for an Insane Asylum, beg leave 
most respectfully to report: That they have visited Fort Steil- 
acoom and have carefully examined the property with a view to 
ascertain its fitness for the propósed object, and have also exam- 
ined into the title to the lands on which said buildings stand. 

Your committee found thé officers and soldiers quarters, 


> 
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quarter-master and commissary store houses, hospital, guard 
house and church m good condition and in perfect repair, located 
upon a prairie of surpassing beauty, skirted by groves of beauti- 
ful timber, and watered by two large and beautiful springs of 
cool, pure water, and possesses all the advantages that could 
possibly be desired Tor the purposes of a secure, healthful and 
economical location of an Insane Asylum. While the buildings 
as they now stand are ample, not only for the comfortable ac- 
commodation for all the insane that are likely to be at the charge 
of the Territory for many year, sbut also for the establishment of | 
an agricultural or military school, for an institution for the blind 
and for such other kindred purposes as are likely to be required 
by growth and increasing prosperity cf our Territory. 

The buildings to be sold consist of eight large and conven- 
iently arranged two story dwellings, plastered and hard finished, 
on the first story, with all necessary and convenient out build- 
ings; seven large wooden frame buildings formerly used as sol- 
diers quarters; two large heavy framed store houses, a large, and 
secure guard house, a ¿Mira arsenal, hospital, surgeon’ s house, 
commodious stables and out buildings. 


The unfortunate condition of the insane appeals ‘at all 
times to our best sympathies, and their proper care and treat- 
ment is one of our most sacred duties. 

The fearful prevalence of mania in its various forms upon 
the Pacific coast, calls for liberal and active measures on our part 
tor its treatment; the most important conditions of which, are 
healthful location, cheerful surroundings and entire freedom from 
all unnecessary restraint or undue excitement. In all these im- 
portant requisites, Fort Steilacoom cannot be excelled; the 
healthfulness of the situation, the exceeding beauty of its sur- 
roundings, inspire a feeling of quict, repose and cheerfulness, 
which will act as powerful curative agents, to this unfortunate 
class of our fellow citizens, and will doubtless aid to restore 
many to the blessings of reason and health. 

But this valuable property will serve many other important 
purposes besides that of an insane asylum. In the near future 
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we confidently hope and expect to see gathered within our Terri- 
tory a large and thriving population, dotting our beautiful bays 
with thriving villages and our prairies with cheerful homes, for 
these, and for our own children we require a large, economical 
and well conducted school. This is an institution, the want of 
which is already felt by all classes of our citizens, and is of in- 
creasing importance, These buildings, situated as they are, re- 
mote from the corrupting influence, surrounded by all that is 
attractive and beautiful in nature, indicate them as the most ap- 
propriate for such a purpose, and the acquisition of them by the 
Territory, will doubtless greatly accelerate its establishment. 

If the buildings are purchased by the Territory we feel as- 
sured that Congress will grant to the Territory the military re- 
serve lands upon which the buildings now stand, together with 
the garden reserve—eonsisting of seven hundred and sixty-eight 
acres of land in all; if the title of these lands are, as your com- 
mittee believe, in the United States. 

On this subject your committee submit the following state- 
ments of facts: 


Fort Steilacoom was first occupied as a military post of the 
United States in 1850, at which time the site of the present 
garrison was covered by the buildings of the Puget Sound Agri- 
cultural Society. These buildings were taken possession of by 
the United States and for some time used as quarters for the 
troops, the United States paying said Society rent for the build- 
ings. 

In 1857-8 the present buildings were erected, and in 1861 
by order of the War Department the present reserves were sur- 
veyed and approved and plats filed in the office of the Surveyor 
General at Olympia, and in the Land Office at the same place. 
It appears also that from inadvertence or oversight, the lands in- 
eluded in the reserve (all the part of the Puget Sound Agri- 
cultural lands, which were withdrawn from survey by order of 
the Commissioner of the Land Office) were surveyed by the 
Surveyor General of this Territory in 1868 and the plats and 
surveys approved and returned to the Land Office. 
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Tt further appears that certain parties have attempted io 
establish a claim to the land included in the reserve including 
the government buildings, claiming to have settled on the same 
in 1854, under the donation act of 1850; but your Committee 
are of opinion that these claims are illegal. 

The claim of the Puget Sound Agricultural Society to these 
lands has doubtless been settled by the award which has recent- 
ly been made by the Commissioners appointed to adjust and set- 
tle the claims of the Hudson Bay Company and the Puget 
Sound Agricultural Society to the lands and property in this 
Territory. 

As these valuable buildings have been advertised for sale at 
public auction, by the Quarter-Master’s Department, on the 2nd 
day of November, 1869, your committee immediately applied 
by letter to Gen. Rufus Saxton, Chief Q. M. Dept of the Col- 
umbia to have the property withdrawn from sale in order that 
an application might be made to Congress at its next session to 
grant this property to the Territory—no reply has been received 
from Gen. Saxton, and your committee considering it very un- 
certain whether the property can be withdrawn from sale under 
the cireumstances—we therefore recommend that the Governor 
of the Territory, the Secretary of the Territory, the President of 
the Council and the Speaker of the House of Representatives be 
established a board of commissioners, to attend the sale of said 
buildings and that as such they be empowered to purchase the 
said buildings for the use of the Territory for an Insane Asylam, 
ifin their judgment they think it advisable. And that said 
board of commissioners be authorized to raise upon the credit 
of the Territory such sum as they may require to pay for the 
said buildings if they purchase the same. And further, that if 
said buildings are purchased for the Territory they employ some 
competent and responsible person to take charge thereof and that 
they report what they have done, to the Legislative Assembly 
at as early a day as practicable.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF 


THE INTERIOR, DECEMBER 2, 1867. 


“An act entitled “An act setting aside certain proceeds 
from internal revenue for the erection of penitentiaries in the 
Territories of Nebraska, Washington, Colorado, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Arizona, and Dakota,” approved January 22, 1867, appro- 
priated the net procceds of the internal: revenue of said Territo- 
ries for the fiscal year ending the 30th of June, 1866, and the 
two succeeding years, for the purpose of erecting, under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of the Interior, Dr buildings 
in said Territories, at such place therein as had been or might 
be designated by the legislature thereof and approved by him. 
The amount to be expended therefor was not to exceed twenty 
thousand dollars (20,000) in Washington Territory, nor forty 
thousand dollars (40,000) in either of the other Territories. 
The attention of the governors of these Territories was invited 
to the subject, and they were requested when the territorial leg- 
islatures had passed an act designating the place for the erec- 
tion of such penitentiaries, tu transmit a duly certified copy 
thereof to this department. Advices have been received only 
from Washington and Montana.”

“1 have been informed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
that the entire amount apprapriated for building these peniten- 
tiaries in Washington, Colorado, Montana, and probably Idaho, 
has been received and is available for that purpose. In Arizona 


ande Dakota the revenue is inconsiderable, and the expense of 
collecting it so nearly exhausts the receipts that at the date of 


the Secretary's communication there was no available balance 
that could be applied to this purpose. 

The legislature of Washington passed an act designating 
certain persons therein named, as a board of commissioners to 
superintend the erection of the penitentiary at such place as they 
might select in the county of Pierce, at or near the town of

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Steilacoom. By this act the entire control of the building is 
assumed by the Territory. It provides for.the appointment of a 
person to superintend its erection, and authorizes the employ- 
ment of the territorial convicts thereon, and for the payment 
into the treasury of the Territory of such sum from the peni- 
tentiary fund as their labor may be worth. The legislature 
seems not to have been fully aware of the provisions of the act 
of Congress. The latter makes it the duty of the Secretary of 
the Interior to approve the site, and provides that the buildings 
shall be constructed under his direction. No action can, there- 
fore, under existing circumstances, be taken in the premises by 
the department. It is presumed that the legislature will amend 
its legislation so as to make it conform to that of Congress.”

Sir:—At the interview with you this morning, I stated 
that the Legislation of the Territorial Legislature of Washing- 
ton in regard to the Penitentiary authorized to be built, by the 
act of Congress approved January 22nd 1867, would have to be 
amended to conform to that of Congress, before the Department 
could take any steps towards having the building erected. 


The act of Congress appropriated twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000) “for the purpose of erecting under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Interior” a Penitentiary building within 
the limits of Washington Territory, at such place as has been 
or may be designated by the Legislature thereof and “approved 
by the Secretary of the Interior.” 

Under the acts passed by the Legislature the entire contr o 
of the building is assumed by the Territory and a site has been 
purchased and the title thereto conveyed to the Territory. The 
Legislature should, therefore, repeal these acts, and pass anew 
an act designating a site forthe building and submit it to the 
Secretary of the Interior for his approval. All matters pertain- 
ing to the appointment of a person to superintend the erection of

JOINT RULES 


OF THE 


COUNCIL AND HOUSE. 


1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in 
one house and dissented to in the other, if either house shall re- 
quest a conference and appoint a committee to confer, such com- 
mittee shall, at a convenient hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairman, meet and state to each ather, verbally or in writ- 
ing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their respective | 
houses for and against the amendment, and confer freely 
thereon 

2. When a message shall be sent from the Council to the 
House of. Representatives, it shall be announced at the door of 
the House by the Door-Keeper, and shall be respectfully com- 
municated to the chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 

3. The-same ceremony shall be observed when a mes- 
sage shall be sent from the House of Representatives to the 
Council. l 

4, All bills introduced into either house shall forthwith 
be reported to the other by their title. 

5. When bills are on their passage between the two houses, 
they shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Clerk of 
each house respectively. 

6. Neither house shall take any action upon a bill while 
the same is in possession of the other house. 


7. Every bill or joint resolution, after being enrolled, shall 
10c 
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be examined by a joint committee on enrolled bills, consisting 
of at least twa members from each house, who shall compare the 
same with the engrossed bills, and correct dny errors they may 
discover so as to make it agree therewith, and make their report 
forthwith to their respéctivé houses. 

8. Every bill or joint resolution reported to have been 
duly enrolled shall first be signed by the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, (who shall send the same to the Council) ` 
then by. the President of the Council. 7 

9, When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in 
one house shall be rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be 
given to the house in which the same shall have passed. 

10. When a bill or resolution which has been passed in 
one house shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought 
in during the same session without a notice of five days. 

11. Each house shall transmit to the other, with the bill” 
or resolution. all papers on which such bills or resolutions shall 
be founded. 8 

12. After each house shall have adhered to their disagree- 
ment, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 

13. The President of the Council and the Speaker of the 
House shall cause the Chief Clerk of each house to number the 
bills originating in their repective houses. ” 

14. The Printing Committees of the two houses shall 
compose a joint committee.
